From the Amfterdam Gazette, &c. dated Feb. 23. 


HEY write from Swizerland, thax 
nothing further will be done by the 
Helvetick Body in the Affair of Neuf. 
charcel, till the General Diet of all 
the Cantons meet agen at Baden the 
sith of March: When the Addition offer’d by 
the Canton of Berne to the Project of the Neutra- 
lity for Neufchatel agreed by the reft, will be de- 
bated. That Project was drawn up in the following 
Terms, and prefented to the Marquis de Puifieux, 
who fent it to the Court of France, as he did alfo 
the Addition propos’d by the Canton of Berne. 
ALE the laudable Cantons being inform’d, that 

the County of Neufchatel and its Dependen- 
ies were fallen under the Difpleafure of his moft 
Chriftian Majefty, becaufe of the Affair of the Suc- 
ceffion; and that thereupon things took fuch a 
Turn, that the laudable Helvetick Body are appre- 
henfive, not without Reafon, leaft on this Occafion, 
the Tranquility of Switzerland, hitherto preferv’d 
by the Grace of God, fhould be difturb’d: There- 
fore the Deputies of all the laudable Cantons and 
Co-Allies affembled here, to confult of all propey 
Means for preferving the faid Tranquility intire. 
And reflecting, that his faid Majefty had intimated 
feveral Times, that far from envying the Quiet of 
the Laudable Cantons, he was inclin’d to keep off 
whatever might difturb ic, the forefaid Deputies, 
left a Fire fo near fhould fpread it felf even among 
the laudable Cantons, moft earneftly defire his Ex- 
cellency that he will be pleas’d to employ his pow- 
erful Offices with his moft Chriftian Majefty, {> 
that the ijaudable Helvetick Body may continue to 
enjoy without Difturbance the Quiet they have en- 
joy’d hitherto ; andthat his faid Majefty may moft 
gtacioufly be pleas’d, for their Sakes, to allow free 
and open Commerce as formerly, to the County of 
Neufchatel and its Dependencies. 

In Exchange, the laudable Cantons will heartily 
endeavour to obtain the Security reciprocally re- 
quifite, to the End Neufchatel and its Dependencies 
may attempt nothing, dire&tly nor indire@ly, a- 
gaint the Country of France: Yet with this Pro- 
vifo, that the laudable Cantons will not thereby in 
any wife prejudice themfelves in general, nor that 
of Uri, nor any Perfon whatever, in the refpective 
Rights, Preientions, and Comapetence, which they 
have had, and ftill have, on and towards Neufcha- 
tel and its Dependencies. 


The Addition made to this, by the Canton of 
Berne, was in Subftance ‘ That the Principality of 
* Neufchatel being a Part of Switzerland, ought to 
* enjoy an exadt Neutrality joyntly with the reft of 
* that Country, by Virtue of the perpetual Peace 
* between France and the Helvetick Body. 

From the Bruffels Gazette, dated March 2. 

Koningsberg,Feb. 16. Letters from Lithuania con- 
firm the March of the King of Sweden with his 
Army to joyn the Body commanded by General 
Lewenhauprt, in order afterwards to fight the Muf- 
covites, and if he obtain the Victory, to penetrate 
into Mufcovy, and dethrone the Czar by the Affi- 
ftance of a great Number of Malecontents that 
are inthat Country. The Thaw and Rains much 
incommode the Swedith Troops in their March, 
The Czar held a great Council of War at Minsk, 
» which it was refolv’d to make Head againft the 
‘wetes, and notto quit Lithuania. The Mufco- 
vite Horfe that were Canton’d in the Neigbbour- 


hood of Novogrodeck ,being drawn together, are 
march’d to Grodno, with the Czar in Perfon, accom- 
pady'd by Prince Menzikow and other Generals : 
the Foot are alfo marching thither ; only General 
Renne with bis Detachment continues at Brzeze, 
The Czar has receiy’d an Exprefs from Major Gene- 
ral Schomberg, who commands bis Troops in Inger- 
merland, giving an Account of an Action he had at 
the Village of Carinkirche witha Body of 3cco 
Swedes commanded by Major-General Stackelberg, 
whom he Surpriz’d and defeated; and in Confe- 
quenc of that Advantage he was ptr the Country 
under Contribution. We have here a Lift of the Swe- 
dith Forces, under the King, General Lewenhaupr, 
and General Meydel who commands in Finland ; 
according to which the King's Army confifts of 43250 
Men, viz. 8400 Horie, 15450 Dragoons, and 19400 
Foot: That of General Lewenhaupt is of 19300 
Men, viz. 3000 Horfe, 4900 Dragoons, and 11400 
Foot: And that of General Meydel of 13700 Men, 
viz. 4c0o Horfe, 1300 Dragocns, and 8400 Foor. 
But 'tis faid many ot the Regiments are thin. 
Dantzick, Feb. 17. The Levies that are makin 
in the Polith Pruilia, and in the Neighood of this 
City, for the King of Sweden and King Staniflaus, 
go on wiih Succefs, and the greateft Part of 800 
Men which our Magiftrates have disbanded, ft 
themfelves into that Service. We expect Advice thar 
the King of Sweden has joyn’d General Lewen- 
haupr, and that he is march’d with his Army to 
Groduo, to attack the Mufcovites who are drawing 
all their Forces together in an advantagions Camp, 
where the Czar will veniure a Battle. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Feb, 29, 
From the King of Sweden’s Camp near Gorriuns} 
Feb. 3. The 1ft Inftant we pafs’d the Narew at 
Kramkowa, over a Bridge which we were oblig’d to 
lay, the Mufcovites having broken down the old one 
there. The 2d we refted on this fide of that River, 
and to Day came to this Place, which is within 10 
Leagues of Gsodno. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Mar. 3. 
Berlin, Feb. 29. By Advices from the Army of 
the Czar of Mufcovy we are inform’d, that his Cza- 
rifh Majefty advancing with Part of his Horfe near 
to Grodno, fent out feveral Parties to fee whether 
an Opportunity might not be taken to cat off fome 
Detachment or advanc’d Troops of the Swedes; 
which Parties reported at their Return, that they 
had indeed feen fome advanc’d Troops, but that the 
Swedifh Army follow’d them fo clole, that there 
was no attacking them without coming to a general 
Engagement. Hereupon the Czar held a Council, 
and on their Advice refolv’d to retire, but to leave 
ftrong Detachbments behind him, to harrafs the 
Swedes in their March ; to order all the Troops un- 
der the Generals Renne, Goltz, and others, to draw 
together and joyn him; to ruin the Country through 
which the Swedes muft march ; and at laft to chufe 
an advantagious Ground, there to make a Stand, 
and venture a general Engagement with the Swedes 
when fatigu’d and diminith’d by hard Marches. 
Warfaw, Feb. 18. Leuters from Lithuania advife, 
that there had been two fharp Skirmifhes between 
Parties of Horfe of the Swedes and Mufcovites, in 
which many Officers fell on both Sides, and among 
others a Collonel of the Swedith Walachians; rhac 
the King of Sweden, who himfelf bad been in 
great Danger, purfu’d his March to Grodno; and 
entring that Town with 300 Horfe, would have 
been furpris’d in the Night by the Mufcovites, had 
they not made too much Noife in their March. 
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Ratisbon, Bob. 23. The Infteni the Refolu- 
tion of the 3 Colleges of the Empire for vigoroutly 
cacrying on the War, was fect wich a Letter to the 
of Hanover. "Tis that Kefoiution 
may have Efe; but the contrary is fear'd, becaufe 
rs liaely the priacipal Scates of the Empire which 
cannot well be put under Military Execution, will 
under diversPretexts excafe themfelvcs from furniih- 
ing their Contingents.
